Fr: hir Mateſtie of hir good and gracious nature is content to thynhke that the iniurious pꝛetence made by the 
uene of Scotlande to this Realme ſo many maner of wayes, hath ben bꝛed and iſſued onely out of the hartes of 
ve puncipalles of the houſe of Guiſe, to whom the chiefe gouernaunce of the crowne of Fraunce now of late hath 
appened,and that nether the Frenche kyng, bepug by reaſon of his younge yearcs not ſo capable of ſuch an enter- 
le. no! the Quene of Scottes his wyfe beynge alſo in hir minozitie,no2 pct the pꝛinces of the bloude ropall, and 
ber etates of fraunce to whom heretofoze in auncient tyme, the gouernaunce of thaffayzes of that realme in 
e kynges minoꝛitie hath belonged) haue imagined and intended of them ſelues ſuch an vniuſte, vnpzobable, and 
daungerous an enterp2yſe and attempte as this is, and appeareth to be to all indifferent men, a 
Ind conſyderyng the ſayde houſe of Guiſe, ſoꝛ theyꝛ owne pꝛiuate aduauncement, hauynge no other meane to 
zactyſe the ſame, but by exaltyng of they: nece the Quene of Scottes, in whoſe reſpect they intermeddle with the 
oternaunce of Fraunce at this p:eſent, haue thus iniuriouſly and inſolently ſet fozth,and in tyme of peace contt- 
ued in publyke places, the armes and clayme of theſe kyngdomes of Englande and Jrelande, in the name of their 
tet the Quene, beſyde other notable repzoches,and that (as it is by dyuerſe, and ſo very lykely repozted) without 
jaduice of the pzynces of the kynges bloud, and other greate perſonages , oꝛ of the ſage and longe experimented 
anct llours of that kyngdome: and fo? the p:oſecutton of this they: vniuſt and ambicious purpoſe, haue alſo bſed 
*aucthozitte of the kyng and Quene theyꝛ nece (beyng vnnatural ſoꝛ hir) to enterpꝛyſe the euiction of the crowne 
{Scotlande, out of the power of the natural people of the lande, and thereby to pꝛoceade with ſuch fozce, as bnder 
at colour they haue already partely, and partely hereafter meane to ſende thyther to inuade this kyngedome of 
ngtande: Which although they haue cauſed to be vniuftly and difbonourablye claymed ſo manye wayes by they; 
ce; pet they well knowe that otherwyſe than by the way of Scotlande they can neuer effectually, accoꝛdynge to 
': dely2es olfende with any euident daunger. Therfoze hir Maieſtie hauyng had the taſte in many calamities 
* Gods linguler goodnes, and knowyng the tultyce of hir cauſe, and the naturall obeyſaunce and loue of hir true 
lbiectes, and tabyng theſe inſolent attemptes to be but thabuſe of the ſayde houſe of Guile, duryng the minoꝛitie 
the d yng and Quene, without any content of the greater ſtates of Fraunce,and being moſt deſirous ot hir owne 
ure and iudgement to kepe peace with all Pzinces,and (euen in this harde tyme of dealyng) alſo with the king- 
me of Fraunce and Scotlande, and with all the tubiectes therot: Doth geue to vnderttande to all maner ot peo 
+ that although htr Maiettie hath ben fozced to put in oꝛder to hir great charges, certayne fozce both by ſea and 
e to: the lakegarde of her kyngdome, beyng thus impeched and challenged by woozdes, and to approched with 
t manaed with much greater fromday today: yet hir Paieltie meaneth not,noz intendeth any maner cru | 
tic. holtilUtie oz warre, but onely leketh and wyſheth,and ſo hath dyuers tymes playnely and frendiy requyzed of 
24 of them, ol the French byng allo, that theſe nevus of 
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to the pe2ple of Scofland, that they myght liue in they: due obedience to they; coueraigne Lady(which they oller) 
. ——„- conſequently that the men of warre of Fraunce in Scotland | 
myght be reuoked, beyng by reaſon of the fozmer pzoceadynges of Fraunce, in they; claymes again this kingdom 
our daungerous to be ſuſkered ſo nygh Englande. Ind foz the moze ſpede therin. it hath ben offred that they wuld 
alſo haue ſafeconducte by water os by lande, oz by both, with all fauour and ſuertie that myght be hewed on deuy* 
ted fo; their departure, and accoꝛdyng to they; ceaſſyng from armes. hir Maieſties power by ſea and lande. oulde þ 5 
allo at ont init aunt acco;dyngly ceaſſe and be ctaſſed, and therby all vnkyndneſle to be buryed and toꝛgotten, and a 
To whiche godly,reaſonable, and honozable ſundzy requeſtes: hir maietit can by no meanes get any ſufficient 


unt wett. althoug j much tyme hath bene herein ſpent, to hir maieſties exceſſive charges, and to the manyfeſt de 
lay of concoꝛde. 
Ind finally hir maieſtie declareth, that (he doth and wyll kepe, and continue good peace with the kyngdome of 
Fraunce,and the kyngdome of Scotlande as longe as no playne inuaſion ſhalbe made by anye of them vpon hyz 
countries,domintons oꝛ people, and will pzocure by all good and fatre meanes that concoꝛde may be had in Scot⸗ 
lande. and the frenchmen of warre that will withſtande the ſame, may depart thence without harme, and in ſuer- 
tre. and il they wil not, then hir maieſtie muſt of neceſſitie after al theſe other good meanes vſed, and after al theſe 


delayes made by Fraunce,attempt to compel them to depart thence, and otherwiſe to che we no extremitie noꝛ vio⸗ 
lence to any maner perſon of Fraunce oz Scotlande. 


Ind therfoze hir maieſtie ſtraytly chargeth al maner hir ſubtectes,of what eſfate ſo euer they be, that they (hall \ 
ble with fauour and frendſhip,all the french kinges ſubiectes, and hal permit them to traffique al trades of mar- 
chaundiſe within this realme, in ſuch ſoꝛt as in tymes of beſt peace hath ben. a ought to be vſed,ercept they ſwalbe 
p:ouoked by any hoſtilitie of any of the part of Fraunce to defend them ſelues,o2 their countrey. And lihe wire that 
all hir maieſties ſubiectes (ball vſe good and honoꝛable ſpeache of the kyngdome and nation of Fraunce, and al⸗ 
though thele late intollerable iniuries, haue bene committed in Fraunce agaynlt this crowne of England: pet to 
iudge therof no otherwyſe then hir maieſtie ol hir good nature is pleaſed to thynke and tudge. 

Ind finally they (hal make no other pꝛeparations to warre but only ſuch as maye ſerue koꝛ the defence of ſuche 
wꝛonges oz attemptes,as percaſe ſhall be made contrary to hir maieſties erpectacion vpon thys realme by the 
french vpon the further inltigation of the ſaid Houle of Guiſe, hauing in they: handes the pꝛincipal gouernaunce 
of the king and quene, vntyll it Wall further appeare whether the ſayde kyngdome and nation of Fraunce (hall 
mrane any further playne inuaſion of this realme, and ſo hix maieſties pꝛeſent opinion be miſconcepued, wherof 
although hir maieſtie would be very ſoꝛy fo: the hinderaunce of common peace in chꝛiſtendome which che moſt fa- 


uoureth: yet it is not to be doubted, but almyghty god (ball aſſiſte the power of thys kyngdome to eſcape all ſuche 
daunger, and honorably as caſe ſhall require to auenge it elfe. | 

Ind toꝛ better intelligence herot᷑ to al maner of perſons: Her maieſtie hath willed this to be pꝛoclamed in Eng» 
lyche a Frenche, that although the ſame haue bene ſpecially declared to the french kynge and to the ſatd p:incp- 
palles of Guile in Fraunce, and alſo to the dowagre Nuene in Scotlande, and to all the ambaſſadours of Fraunce 
here tetident wherunto no ſufficient aunſwere can be obteyned): yet it (ould not be hid from others that percaſe 
mygbt be induced otherwiſe to thinke 02 iudge than the very trueth is. yeuen at hir Mateſkies palaice of wett 
minũer the. rxitif.day of March. M. D. Lix. the ſeconde yeare of hir Maieſties raigne,
